Sufficient Names to Cause Order for 


Election to Issue. 


Guthrle, July 21.—More than 32,-

school land bill. 


The bill was drawn up in Guthrie 


several weeks ago by a committee of 
school lessees and others. The les- 
sees were in the majority, having 
six 
menifbers. 
The 
other 
members 


were Governor Haskell, Speaker Mur- 
ray, igenator J. Elmer 
Thomas of 


Law ton, John 
Golobie and F. H. 


Greer. 


The petitions for a vote on the 


bill come from every portion of the 
state and are signed 
by a great 


many persons who are not lessees 
but who would like to see a vote 
on the question. Twenty-two 
thou- 


sand names were necessary in order 
to secure a vote on. the proposed 
bill. 


The big petition will be formally 


filed 
with 
the

state some time this week. Under 
the Murray law there is a possibility 
of protests being made against the 
sufficiency of any petition on a pro- 
posed measure, but it is extremely 
unlikely in this case. 


A ballot title is to be formulated 


by the attorney general and this 
must be so worded as not to be an 
argument for or against the propo- 
rtion or prejudice the voter in any 
manner regarding the question. 


After the preparation of the bal- 


lot title the next thin^ is the issu- 
ance of a proclamation by the gov- 
ernor, in which he calls for a vote 
on the question and announces the 
date of the election.
